Primary mode of transport in lolysaa is Mf, la 1941 the number of trucks 
was already 2,000 with double trailers. In 1946 the number of trucks had ia- 
oreased to 12,000, For HT traffic* which is carried on day and ni^t throughout 
the year, a first class road was constructed from Magadan to Indigirka, This 
road is used thrm^out the year, Hotwithstanding the snowstoms and cold weather, 
the traffic is always very heavy. At distances of 100-160 km all along the road 
there are first class repair shops and gas stations. In 1940 there were 3 re- 
pairmen for ewry km of road, % to 1936 the road ex^tended to the Kolyma Sj 
when the wooden bridge across the river was completed (400 m) the road was con- 
tinued to Indigirka, which it reached in 1939. In 1942-3 it was extended to

0«ier types of veMolss using tills road wers B^-ton 
American Studebaker trucks aM 8-bon and l0-ton, trucks o* Soviet make, ihe 
larger trucks were used mostly at night* The Bf-ton trucks were used to carry 
supplies from MACAMH to the naval port. On an average, ten to twelve 4-ton 
tracks passed through this road iurlng the day from 0800 to I'hlO hours, but 
•yae traffic during the night seemed to be twice as heavy with the majority 
being 8-toR and 10-ton trucks. 

Traffic signs showing curves were posted 50om before all curves. These 
signs ware of square wood, iOom square, painted white with Russian eharaoters 
and sl^s painted In black.
